The German Emperor and the Kiis- 
siau Czar Agree to Make 
Comiaoa Catise, 



But Prince Bismarck Thinks Ger- 
many Cannot Make Her De- 
slg'us Eifective. 



Berlin, Aug, 14,— "the vioit of the 
Emperor and Empress of Germany to 
Russia and the reception accorded them 
there is regarded in tills country with 
(liyided feelings. People blame the Em- 
peror for bumhiinp; himself unnecessarily 
before the Ozar, and say that the Czar 
showed much more empresseinent than 
his guest in the shower of German 
decorations and fiivora bestowed upon 
the Russian court officials. The fact 
that Emperor AVilliam upon several 
occasions spolce in liiiBsian while theCzar 
used the French language ia similarly 
commented upon. On the other band 
the results of the Emperor's visit to St. 
Petereburfi;, bo far as posBlble, are what 
the Emperor wished, and as regards 
Great Britian henceforth that conntry 
will find upon all important occasions 
Russia and Germany in hor way. A 
i;eneral understanding to that ell'ect has 
been deiinitely reached, not only be- 
tween the rulers but between Count 
Muraviefl", the Rnasian minister for for- 
eign affairs, and Prince Ilohenlohe, the 
German imperial chancellor, antl Baron 
vou Bulow. It is a curious fact that the 
tone of the entire Russian press ciianged 
during Emperor William's stay at St. 
Petersburg, and because frankly Anglo- 
phobe. 

From Duke John Albrecht, of Meckl- 
enberg:, who has juat visited Prince Bia- 
luarck, the Associated Press learns that 
the Prince disapproves of Emperor Wil- 
liam's visit to the Czar, and its accom- 
panyint; features, as calculated to raise 
iiopes in the Baesian mind which Qer- 
luany later may be unable to ftilfil, 
especially in the matter of further Asia- 
tic conquests, relative to the state of af- 
fairs in South Africa, and the role played 
by the British secretary of state for 
the colonies in recent events. Prince 
Bismarck sharply condemns the latter 
and feara continued British duplicity. 
As to advising the Etnperor or Prince 
Hohenlohe the e.t-chancellor said: 
" Even with tlie beat will in the world 
that is impracticable, since it is impos- 
sible for me to auperviae the proper 
carrying out of eucli advice. Politics 
are like horseback riding, with the best 
advice in the world, a careless and inex- 
jiert rider will he thrown." 

MOVING UN AFGHANISTAN. 

Indian Government Said to Be Preparing to 
Discipline the Ameer. 

Bo.MiiAY, Aug. 14. — There ia general 
military activity in India in view of the 
CDncentratioo of Btiong reserwB of troops 
on tlie northwestern frontier. Detach- 
ments of troops from distant canton- 
ments are movin? northwestward, and 
the railroads are kept busy transporting 
soldiers towards the scene of the threat- 
ened troubles. Many officers have been 
ordered to hold themBelvea in readiness 
to return to their regiments. All leaves 
of absence in the case of members of the 
im^ditsal atalF have been stopped and 
twenty-one aiirgeona have been recalled 
from leave in iMigliind. It ia generally 
ri;t;ogni/.ed tiiat tiie so-called JIad j\lul- 
ab is responsible for the raid 
near Peshawar and be undoubt- 
edly planned the recent Swat ris- 
inu. The MuUali livej in the llanirned- 
ian country inside the Afghan border. 
While the attack on Malakaiid waa (iro- 
ceeiliug lie t;ollt'cteil and sent Iribeauieu 
to help tlie .Swatz. His raid on Sliab- 
kadr was intended as a diversion in 
favor of the Swatn, who were smarting 
ovor their failure to capture Malakand. 
The Mad Mullah's proclamations snin- 
moning the tribes to a jehad or 
lioly war were acattered broadcast. 
Local Afghan ofBcinla aided in their cir- 
culation.

command numbers of Afghan troops and 
it is evident they were the Ameer's se- 
poys. The Ameer, it is said, will dis- 
claim all responsibility for the actions of 
his tribesmen, but it is unlikely 
that the government will be satis- 
fied by his disavowal in view of 
the attitude recently assumed by him. 
His mission to Constantinople, his re- 
ception of the Turkish envoy, the con- 
stant reminders to the people to pre- 
pare for a holy war, the distribution of 
fanatical paiuphlets, and especially his 
gifts of arms and ammunition to the 
frontier tribes, have brought the Ameer 
into dangerous waters, and the impres 
sion here is that the Indian government 
is massing troops upon the frontier and 
preparing for the neceeaity of adminis 
tering to him severe correction. 



GOOD TIME COMING! 



ME. CHAMBBELAIN'S WAYS. 

They Are Distasteful to the Old Tories Who 
Threaten Revolt, 

LoxDON, Aug. 14. — The revolt against 
Chamberlainism, which was smoulder- 
ing all last session, has taken definite 
shape in the columns of that staunch 
Tory organ, the St. Jamea' Gazette. 
Letters appear from life-long Conserva- 
tives protestincr against the breakneck 
pace at which Mr. Chamberlain is forc- 
ing the party away from old Tory prin- 
ciples by such measures as the work 
men's compensation bill. "His Tory 
principles," they say, " are not ours. 
How can we get rid of him?" 

It is plain, however, that Mr. Cham 
berlain has made himself essential to 
the party in its domestic policy as well 
as in the development of a new imper^ 
ialism. He, and not Mr. Balfour, was 
the real power behind the throne in the 
Commons last session. To expel him 
would be to break np the party. 

AN UNPBOMISING SCHEME. 

Germany Seeks Her Neighbor's Aid to Re- 
sist United States Tariff 
Pressure. 

Behlin, Aug. 14. — Acting upon the 
advices of Baron von Tliielmann, the 
former German embassador at Washing- 
ton, who has juat been appointed 
privy councillor, the German gov- 
ernment ia entering into nego- 
tiations with the governments of 
the other countries injured by the 
new United States tariff, especially 
France and Belgium, for the purpose of 
effecting an agreement to demand the 
submission of all disputed points to a 
court of arbitration. In Germany's case 
the disputed points are mainly the al- 
leged violation of existing treaties and 
the paying back to the United States 
treasury of the export premiums paid by 
Germany. 

THE TEN PER CENT. SCHEME. 

It Would Affect About Six Millions Worth 
of Goods in n Year. 

Wakiiingto.v, Aug. 14. — A statement 
prepared at the bureau of statistics 
shows that the value of goods imported 
into Canada and thence into the United 
States during the past year, subject to 
the 20 per cent, discriminating duty un- 
der the recent opinion of the attorney- 
general, waa !i;l,9U0,740. In 1894 (the 
latest figures at present obtainable) the 
value of foreign goods coming into the 
United States through Canada under 
consular seal was about $0,000,000. The 
question of levying the 10 per cent, dis- 
criminating duty on this class of goods 
is now under consideration. 



TO ANSWER FOR FORGERY. 

A Fugitive From St. Catharines Held at 
New York for Extradltleo. 

Niiw York, Aug. 14. — Alexander 
Matthews Macrae, alias Henry .1. Gour- 
ley, the secretary and treasurer of the 
Security Loan and Trust Co. of St. 
Catharines, Out., who is charged with 
forging ten checks amounting to about 
.f.^.OOO, purporting to liave been drawn 
in favor of .John Reilly, waa again ar- 
raigned before United .States Commis- 
sioner Shields this morning. The pris- 
oner, it is said, is also guilty of em- 
bezzling $30,000 of the funds of the com- 
pany. He waived further examination 
and was committed to await the arrival 
of extradition papers from Washington.

LoNDOif, Aug, 14.— The post offltse offi- 
cials here are deeply interested in the 
experiments in telegraphy, made by 
Professor Crehere, of Dartmouth Col- 
lege, and Liuel Squire, of the military 
school at Fortress Monroe, who claim 
that their device enables messages to be 
transmitted with extraordinary rapidity. 
The inventors said to a representative of 
the Associated Press : That the experi- 
ments over short circuits in the United 
States have been entirely satisfactory, 
but being unable to secure facilities for 
long distance operations there, we came 
to England and asked the help of the 
government. We explained our system to 
Superintendent Preece, of the telegraph 
lines department, and his interest was 
immediately aroused. He promptly 
placed the government plant at our dis- 
posal, and directed his subordinates to 
give us every possible aid in the trials 
over the London and Birmingham 
lines." It is understood that they have 
been entirely satisfactory. The invent- 
ors, however, are very reticent. They 
desire to avoid publicity until the prac- 
ticability of their scheme has been fully 
demonstrated. They seem to fear pos- 
sible rivalry. It is claimed tbat their 
device will transmit enough matter in 
an hour, over a single wire, to fill a page 
of a newspaper. MesBrs. Grebere and 
Squire may go to France and Germany 
to show their invention to the telegraph 
officials of the governments of those 
countries. 

KFFECT.S OP THE DISCILEY TARIFF. 

Consul General Osborne says that in- 
voices of exports filed in his office since 
the new United States tariff became law 
have decreased fifty per cent. Only in 
the case of diamonds and other jewels 
has there been an increase. A large 
business has developed in jewelry, which 
heretofore has mostly been smuggled in- 
to the United States via Canada, no con- 
signment having been received for a long 
time. Mr. Osborne thinks the dealers 
concluded that it ia more profitable to 
pay the Dingley rates than to incur the 
cost and risks of smuggling. The consul 
general hears that a leading tin plate 
manufacturer is going to transfer his 
businesB to the United States on account 
of the tariff, and that some woolen 
manufacturers are going to do the same 
for the same cause. 

ILL MANNERED l'0LnTCIA\S. 

The .Spectator during the course of a 
long and and temperate article in regard 
to the provocative and unfriendly tone 
of the American politicians of both par- 
ties towards England says: "We are 
obliged to write as we never dreamed of 
being forced to write about a country 
only less dear to ub than our own. Bat 
we should fail in our public duty if we 
did not point out in the strongest man- 
ner the grave risks which are likely to 
ensue from this attitude. Unless the 
United .States assumes a very dillerent 
tone, the gravest crisis is certain to en- 
sue. Public opinion in England has 
greatly changed during the last few 
months, and even if Lord Salisbury is 
anxious to ignore politically such indis- 
cretions as Secretary Sherman's the peo- 
ple would not permit him ; and hereafter 
American demanda if urged in unfriendly 
language would be resisted unanimously 
by the nation no matter what the risk's 
may b3. If America does not keep a 
better watch over her politiciana they 
will hurry her into a conflict with this 
country whereof no one is able to see the 
end." 

wAni-.uti: ON THE nilk. , 

Abu Ilained, the post on the Nile just 
captured by the Anglo-Egyptian forces, 
is a most important strategic point, 
giving Sir Herbert Kitchener, the British 
commander, control of both ends of the 
railway which, started from Wady Haifa, 
below the first cataract, ia being pushed 
rapidly to its terminus at Abu Hamid, 
above the diflicult fourth cataract, and 
which will soon be completed. Gun- 
boats are now building in I''ngland for 
transport in sections to Abu Ilaniid, 
whence there ia open water to 
Klinrtouiii. These gunboats draw only 
two feet of water, steam fourteen 
knots ami are armed with 1.5-])ounder 
and -Maxim guns. It is announced that 
the whole flotilla will be ready to move 
«outb from Abu Hamid early in 1898. It 
is possible, however, that Berber, the 
next ichportant point on the Nile, may 
be seized before long, without waiting 
for the naval reinforcementa. 

After the Anglo-Egyptian force are 
gathered at Abu Hamid, Berber, Sua- 
kim, and possibly Kanasala, the final 
advunce on Khartoum will occur. Seri- 
ous fighting is expected before the 
Mahdi ia routed, hence the necessity for 
British troops to supplement the Egypt- 
ians. It is reported that the Khalifa 
has 250,000 soldiers at his command, but

Tiifft'the principal stoeklfoldeia of 
the War Ea^le company have also -CjE- 
noancen their intention of building a 
smelter at or near Robeon as soon as 
cheap transportation is provided is aleo 
recited. 

"Thoieii8'« strong and apparently 
vroll groooided opinion," says the memo- 
rial, "among the owners of this camp 
that there 'exists between Mr. Heinze 
and the 0. B. some understanding by 
which tlie C. F. B. agrees to Iceep oat of 
this camp, and that it Bhall be, as be- 
tween them, considered Mr, HeinEe'si 
preserve. This opinion is etrenffthened 
by the fact that iu a recent authorized 
statement 'iesueiJ by oflicials of the C. P. 
11. it was said they were negotiating with 
Mr. lleinre for satisfactory rates for the 
Rossland catnp, and if they were not 
granted the C. P. li. would build its own 
line. Thia -was over a montli ago, but 
nothing farther baa been heard o£ the 
matter and, so far as the public knows, 
nothing bae'been done."

The 
inemorial concludcH by showing that an 
export duty on ores would be most in- 
jurious and \irg;ng the f,'overnmeut to 
permit no unneceHuary dtihiy (o nciMir in 
building a road from liubsoii to lioas- 
lantl, which is all tliat ia needeil to secure 
-the reduction of Jiosshuid ores in Koote- 
inay. 

The showing on the 8uneot is now one 
of the finest ever seen in the camp. The 
abaft on the aoutb vein ia down 10 feet, 
shows over eight feet ofwlid, clean ore, 
averaging ^90 per ton. It is excellent 
smelting ore, having a big excess of iron 
and carrying a good percentage of cop- 
per.

ALIENS JN THE YUKON: 

There could te no miatakinK the Benti- 
ment of Friday oight'e meetiDg ia regard 
to the rightB of aliens in the Yukon. 

Every referonco to the idea of barring 
all but British subjects from placer 
claims met with hearty approval. We 
submit that this ouijht to be done. At 
Iho litiixie lime we would not forget the 
inatincta of Britiah fair-play. Every 
alien now owning a mine or engaged 
bona fide in i)rospci:ting or mining on 
tlio Yuijoii, no mattet- what his nation- 
ality may be, ought not to be deprived 
of any rights on the strength of which 
he went into that country. Let all such 
persona be required to regiBter liefore 
January let, 1898, with the Mounted 
Follce, and let them all be allowed the 
privileKes, which they supposed they 
would have when tliey went there. But 
after the begiiininjj; of next year let the 
Tight to locate and operate placer claims 
be restricted to Britiah auhjecta, Tliere 
are several reasons for taking this posi- 
tion. 

The greater number of those who are 

likely to go into the Yukon under the 
present regulationa will be American 
citizens. They will buy as little as pos- 
sible in Canada, and tlie gold they take 
out will be sent into the United States, 
vrhere they will go and lire, tor no one 
■will live in the Yukon after making 
anything, if he can help it. Three quar- 
ters of a million dollars came down on 
the I'ortland early in the aummer. How 
niiich of this remained in Canada? Of 
wliat profit was it to Canada that this 
wealth was taken out of her soil? If these 
rich placers were further south, where, 
BB in California, other interesta would 
take the place of mining when the dig- 
gings were exhausted, we would not sug- 
gest that the mines should he closed to 
aliens. On the contrary, we should in- 
vito them to come in freely and help ua 
develop the couutrj'. But it is a misuse 
of words to talk about developing placers 
on the Yukon. It is a good deal like 
talking about a spendthrift developing 
money that is left him. The right word 
to use is that recently Anglicized French 
one "exploit," which means to take and 
carry away. Canada will !je none the 
poorer if aliens do not exploit the gold 
of the Yukon placers. Indeed, she will 
be better off il the gold ia left there until 
her own people dig it out. Suppose rich 
placer gold should be discovered in 
Scotland, does any one suppose that the 
British geverniiient would permit Ger- 
mans and Frenchmen to come and carry 
it away to Germany and France? Britiah 
free trade notions would be quick to draw 
the line at such a performance as that. 

Our American neighbors, against 
■whom, of course, such a policy would be 
mainly directed, have set ua an example, 
No Canadian can step westward of the 
I-llat meridian of Alaska and operate a 
mine, and we fail to discover why what 
ia sauce for the goose is not sauce for the 
gander. Let us keep our planer gold 
mines for our own people. Let ub tell 
the birds of passage from the Unite<l 
States, who are willing to stoj) lonir 
enough under the I'liiandack to fill their 
crops with Yukon uolil ihiat, that tliey 
must do ti^ieir scratching hereafter on 
their own side of the boundary line. 
Imitation is the eincerest flattery, the 
old proverb aayB, and so let ua proceed 
to flatter our neighhorB by imitating 
thcxn in this respect. Such a step on 
the part of the Canadian government 
would be a pojjular one and l^e produc- 
tive of vast benefit to Canadian intercstfa. 



THE LAW OF LIBERTY. 

" So shall I keo]) Thy law continually 
forever and ever, and I will walk at lib- 
erty." IJavid, Kinj; of larnel, came to 
tliia concluaion many centuries ago. 
■\V hether he wrote the identical psalm 
in which the line occurs may be open to 
question, but there is no doubt what- 
ever that it expressed the result of the 
obseivations of hia exceedingly eventful 
life. It is not the sentiment of a re- 
ligions enthnaiast or a dreamer of inipoa- 
siblotl'ings. To unilei Ktand tlio Psalms 
j,;et your mind cle;u-of Llibiiamby-i)aniby 
pictures of the I'Baliniet, which ao-called 
good books give ua. To read them aright 
get the Banctimonious whine out of your 
voice, and with full, clear tone, such as 
Booth or some other master of drmuntic 
art would cive to the words of Shakea- 
peaie, apeak these matchless sayinga of 
a poet who saw deeper into human hearts, 
wdio probed nearer the secret enringa of 
Luaian action, who got clearer glimpses 
of the unknowable than any other since 
bis day. Bo this, or come aa near it as 
yciti can, and you will catch in the lan- 



guage of the Faaltna the crackle and 
claah of action. Their sentimentB may 
suit the privacy of contemplation or the 

subdued atmoaphere of a cathedral, but 
they suit better the arena where men 
stand with their sleoves rolled up, their 
helta buckled tight, their eyes glistening 
with the sensation of triumphs won or 
herioc deeds to be undertaken. But thia 
only by the way. We mention thia only 
that the reader may get himself somewhat 
in tlie same mind aa the author of the 
lines above quoted. 

Liberty and law— freedom and restraint 
—these things seem the antitheses of 
each other; yet We all agree that law- 
leaanesB is different from liberty. In 
illustration Of the idea; take a modern 
perfecting printing press. The white 
paper is fed in from a continuous roll at 
one end and cornea out at the other at the 
rate of many thousand papers per hour, 
printed, folded and ready for the reader. 
The fragile web of paper has passed he- 
tweea ponderoua rolers, been sabjected 
to great pressure, been atruok strong 
blows with sharp edges, passed peril- 
ously near great fonts of ink, and ap- 
parently run a score of cliances of being 
redueetl to shapoleaa black pulp. But 
nothing of this sort happens, for the 
paper conforms itself to thelawof the ma- 
chine, and 80 moves at perfect liberty to 
its completest form. The slightest devi- 
ation from the law of the machine and 
disneter results. Let no one mistake 
this illuatration for the nflinuation of a 
principle, as ia too often done to the 
confusion of many seekers after truth. 
The idea meant to be conveyed is 
not that the Universe of matter and 
spirit and man'a relations to it are those 
of the web of paper to the machine, but 
only to show how freedom of movement 
towards a desired result must take ac- 
count of the laws with which it must 
deal, But the illustration holds good 
in another sense, namely, that we are 
free to move only in such directions aa 
are in agreement with the law of our 
environment. 

What degree of truth tliere may ho in 
the doctrine of evolution, as at j)re8- 
ent understood, it would be presuinptu- 
oua for any one to say. The doctrine is 
only a tentative explanation of phe 
nomena, which seem otherwise ines^ 
plicable. But this much may be re 
garded as establiahed, namely, that the 
universal tendency of all created things 
is towards the development of higher 
types. We suggest that it may be laid 
down aa a law of universal application 
that freedom of movement only esiats 
towards higher typea. This, we know, 
is contrary to the teaching of many 
people, who tell us that the natural 
tendency is to baser conditions and that 
freedom of progress only Ilea in that 
direction. This is not true, for surely 
that ia not freedom, which presents 
pcnaltiea to ua at every step. It is the 
upward course only that is free. In this 
there ia sound philosophy, for it stands 
to reason that if the tendency of uni- 
versal e.'^istence is towards higher types, 
he who antagonizes this universal ten- 
dency is certain in the end to bo de- 
feated. Thia is not to say that it ia easy 
to work in harmony with thia universal 
law, and thus " walk at liberty "; for, to 
take a restricted view of the question, 
many a people have found it easier to 
remain slaves than make the efliiri 
necessary to gain and retain their free- 
dom. 

Some may say that this is directly in 
contradiction to the .Scriptural teaching 
that the gate to the higher life is 
"strait" and that in the other direction 
IB " broad," But thia is not so, unless 
wo read into the "Saying of .Tesua " 
something that he did not say. Rightly 
understood this means no more than 
that the way to the fullilment of the law 
of our being is so simple that moat peo- 
ple pass it by without noticing it; while 
there are a thousand ways in which one 
may make shipwreck of hia life. Many 
a man has been led to despair of ever 
being able to live up to what his own 
cousciouanesa told him was his duty, 
because he has been taught that to do so 
he must be strait-laced and narrow, 
must repress every feeling and instinct 
that make life worth living, and he de- 
voutly thankful if, after a lite of self- 
mortification, he manages to escape per- 
dition by the akin of his teeth. What

It is no more necessary to postu- 
late the existence of a God of vengeance 
to make a man responsible forhia trans- 
gression of these laws, tlinn it ia in order 
to account for one's burning one's hand 
by attempting to Imridle redhot iron 
with bare lingers. It ia not necessary to 
philosophize or quote authority to bub< 
tain the proposition with which thia 
article opena. Every man knows the 
sense of perfect freedom that comes 
from the conacionsnesB that no one can 
call any of hie acta in question. JIany a 
man camo to this Pacific. Coast to escape 
the burdensome restriction of hia envi- 
ronment. He bad dono nothing wrong ; 
but a hundred errors in judgment had 
hemmed him around with their conse- 
quences, and bo atruck out for the West to 



find that freedom, which a new country 

gives. Many of ua woiild ask nothing 
better tlian to be able to get away from 
our mistakes. Tbis ia the sort of liberty 
of which David wrote, nnd which in- 
spired him on another occasion, when lie 
said : 

" As far aa the East ia from the AVeat, 
BO far hast Thou removed our transgres- 
Blons from ua."

Au Old Veteran of the California 
liush Discusses the Yukon 
Miuiug Begulatioua. 



Foreiffiicrs Were Not Treated by 
Califoruiaus ou the Same JPlauo 
As American Citizens. 



While the American press and a small 
portion of the American people are com- 
plaining so loudly of the imposition of 
royalitiea and fees by the Canadian gov- 
ernment upon those who make their 
fortunes in the upper Yukon gold fields, 
it is interesting to read how the Ameri- 
cans themselves have treated foreign 
miners in that model mining state — 
California. One of those who can speak 
from experience on this subject is Mr. 
William Kermode, of 147 Yates street 
this city, and this is how he deals with 
the question of mininc regulations gener- 
ally, in a recent letter to the Colonist: 

" I write these few lines," he says, 
" in the hope tnat they may be of some 
assistance in placing the nuning laws in 
a little better shape tlian they are at 
present— that is so that they will give 
more satisfaction and justice to the 
miners, and to the hundred who are in- 
tending to go up to the northern gold 
fields. 

•' 1 sincerely hope that no miner will 
be allowed to have more than 100 feet of 
a claim, and in some placers even this is 
too much. I went to California in IS IO 
and was raining there six years in the 
placer diggings, and I have there seen 
four or five claims in one hundred feet of 
ground, and every one appeared to be 
entirely satisfied. In all my six years' 
mining I never had a hundred foot 
elaim. 

" If a i)arty was going to dam the 
river and turn the water in a flume, they 
claimed all that they lluined— and even 
then it seldom amounted to 100 feet to 
the man. If a man found a slide on the 
river that paid lie simply staked oil' 
about 30 feet. That was a double claim, 
for discovery. The other miners would 
stake ofT 15 feet to the man — that is 15 
feet ruunint: up and down the river and 
right hack into the hill, w hether it was 
50 or 100 feet to the blull' of the hill or 
more. When any miner claimed more 
ground than he was entitled to, we 
simply called a miner's meeting and 
settled the question then and there. We 
seldom had any trouble. A few men 
only attempted to claim enough ground 
to farm on, or more than tliey would 
ever work. 

" In these Yukon mining regulations, 
it does not look as though we laid taken 
any thought for the thouaands of i)eople 
wlio are now going up to make a try for 
fortune, when it is pioponed to give lluiee 
who take up claims 500 feet. It is a cer- 
tainty that no man is going to stay in 
that country long enough to work a clai m 
of 500 feet. No one, indeed, would stay 
long enough to work a claim of 100 feet 
thoroughly. To make such a law is 
simply to put a premium upon hoggish- 
ness. 

" I hear that some of these northern 
miners have already got all the gold they 
want and all they can manage to carry 
out, and are ainiply wailing for some of 
their friends to come in and relieve

them of their claims. This is why thej- 
want 500 foot claims, eo that they can 
provide for their friends, if the claim 
owners had te stop and work out their 
property, I don't think any one of them 
would live to get out of the country. 

" I say cut tlie claims down to 100 feet 
or less, according to location. In some 
places there may be twice as much pay 
dirt as in others. But a 100-loot claim 
is sufficiently large anywhere. 

" In California I paid a tax of $20 a 
month for the privilege of mining. I 
was English, and if I had not paid this 
license fee anybody who came along 
could have jumped my claim. This was 
in IS51. 

" I think that 20 per cent ia a very 
proper proportion to charge on all gold 
going out of the country — that is on all 
amounts over ^0,000. If it wag in Amer- 
ican territory tiiat these rich diggings 
bad been discovered, I am sure the for- 
eignjr's share would be very little. As 
it is at present, it looks as though Cana- 
dians would realize but a small portion 
of the proht." 

" Our part wili just aliout he the work- 
ing jiart of the business. We will make 
the roads, see that the miners have the 
advantages of law and good government, 
police the country thoroughly, provide 
postal facilities, and dp the hundred and 
one otjjer necessary things for the bene- 
fit of the thousands of American miners 
that are coming here to load up the gold 
and take it away. Will the proportion 
oi the output sought to be collected more 
than pay the cost of all this? I do not 
think it will. 

"And when these American miners 
have got all the gold they can manage to 
pack away with them, we will see them 
anil their treasure saiely out of the coun- 
try—and no thanks to us in the end. 
They call themselves .Vmericans, but 
really I do not believe the half of them 
are. They are more likely a lot of all 
nationalities, wanting the whole of the 
world and determined to bo dissatis- 
lied unless they get it."

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Some Scenes and luciilents Atteiul- 
ing the Loading of the Big 
Steamer. 

€reat Crowds Visit the Dock and 
Impede Work— Accident to 
a Miner. 



No Bteainer baa ever carried from a 
:i'acilic Coast port a larger or moro 
aUangely iissorted freight of uieu anci 
their beiontiinga than will the big 3,000,- 
ton carso eliip Bristol when she CBBta oU' 
her lines this morning, bound for Skag- 
•way Bay. 

To say that every foot of accommoda- 
tion aboard is occuiiied is liackiieyed, 
and at the aaine time gives but a very 
inadequate idea ot the situation. She is 
lull up— from the bottom of the lowest 
ireight hold to the promeuado deck. 
Men and horsea and outlits are piled 
iior upon tier eix nuigea hi^h, and the 
tlioasanda of tons of cargo are Bifted in 
between wherever an inch of space is 
Jonnd available. 

There will be more than uOO men on 
board during the trip, and (luita as many 
iovr-footed servants, while the great 
majority are provident and liave ^yuh 
ihem clothing and provisions suflicieut 
to last them a year at least. Only those 
who have outfitted large armies of men 
can realiae what this means. 

For Jays past the Bristol has been the 
greatest object of interest in the city, to 
Victorians nb much as visitors. And aa 
Ihc loading of the immense ship haa pro- 
trussed constantly growing crowda iiave 
eniploved tliemselvea by getting in the 
■way of the scorea ot busy men making 
her rcaiiv for departure and at the same 
time foMiiing their own opinions aa to 
the way in which she has been made 
jeady for her momontous trip. 

Yeaterdav witneysed the climax, with 
Ibc whiirvea and the tliorouglifarea lead- 
ing to them literally n'ivo with people 
and amateur and professional photo- 
graphers galore incidentally taking each 
others pictures over and over again aa 
fragments of the interesting thront;. 

Fortunate were those who had gone 
aboard before the crush became bo pro- 
jionnced. The others were deprived of 
the opportunity of satisfying themselves 
na to the scrupulous cleanliness of the 
ship, or of gazing down the great wella 
to see the tiers of horaes and men rising 
one- above the other until they stood 
jinoii each others' heads six deep. 

"In a wav the constantly shifting pro- 
raonade of aik'litsecra yesterday was very 
like that which inv.uiably hai.s the ail- 
vent of the circua— and, too, the many 
decka of the Bristol were not unlike in 
several reapects the workinj? teuta nf 
some great travelling show. The 
horses, the men sleeping here and 
there and everywhere, so long ag 
they were not stepped upon, the folded 
canvas, and the general air of novelty 
and suppressed excitement — all had a 
fl ivor of the circus, despite the fact that 
the picturesque miners are a very dill'er- 
ent class from the average sort of circus 
folk. 

The great bulk of the freight consists 
of the couimoneat necessaries of life for 
laan and pack horses. Very few have 
jittempted to lake with them luxuries. 
It is a stern fight with inhospitable na- 
ture that is before them, and the major- 
ity realize it. Only occasionally tiaa 
something out of the common gone 
aboard, and there ia immediately much 
speculation concerning it. A large 
package of old magazines claim- 
ed consideration for a short 
time yesterday, and smilea were 
freely indulged in at the expense of the 
nnknown prospector who proposed to 
gratify his literary taste in the wilder- 
ness. Presently the ex presBlona of un- 
complimentary opinion were_ bushed, 
whn-Q a v(!teraa prospector claimed the 
bundle with the observation, 

'■ I reckon I know what I am iloinc 
If those magazines arn't worth a couple 
of dollars apiece before wo get to Daw- 
son, these new diguings aint like any 
I've ever seen afore." 

It may be explained that paper mail 
is not yet accepted for the Far North, 
Hnd a newspaper wag accordingly worth 
Jrom $5 to ^10 in Dawson at latest re- 
ports. 

jLttotber object of curious attention 
was a stack of bicycles. Who ever heard 
of bicycles in a mountain country, so 
rough that only the moat sure-footed 

horaes conld iro through it? Well, for 
one, Al. liriilain, the owner of 
the bicycles, harl. lie had 
loniii!, he exphuned, that with 
a little rack extemlin^; from the middle 
to the hiiiulle bar, he could push 400 
pounds of baegai^e us easily over the 
average nioiiiitain pans as be could carry 
a hundredweight. Of course, for difli- 
cult climbing, the bike would have lo bi' 
abandoned, but where he intended to 
use them tliey would be workable. He 
had been in the Yukon country before, 
and knew what he was talking about. 

The dogs are still another prime 
attraction at the docks from which the 
Hkagway steamers depart. All kindaan- 
in evidence, but the Newfoundlands and 
St. Bernard's preferred. From these the 
faithful companions of the miners degen- 
erate in size to two-foot specimens that 
represent any or no brand known to 
fanciers. 

It will probably be daylight before the 
Bristol steams otit. If she had had more 
room for horses it too would have been 
occupied, for many ajiplicationa for pas- 
sage for man and beast had to be refus- 
ed. The passengers could have been 
taken, but all viranted to bring horseB 
alon^;. The successive postponements of 
the Bristol's sailing caused much com- 
plaint, and the passengera at one time

Of coarse the meeting was not held, 
for there was nothing to be Kained by it, 
for the ahip'a oflicera were making every 
effort to get her load aboard aa eoon na 
poesiblo. But aeveral of her pasaenuers 
who have had to go without their 
freight had she sailed on time, as it was 
delayed in coming from the Sound. One 
old Cariboo ininer on board re- 
cogniaed, in . orowd " of paesen- 
y»*rs ex • Mayor John Qrant, . and 
Li..k3 forward to a good time when ho 



disclosed hia identity. With none of the 
party have the customs oflicera had any 
trouble. Some regretted exceedingly 
that they outfitted on the American 
side, and a crowd of 20 or more who 
liad done so and who were seeking 
aimio fatherly advice from D. A. Driscoll, 
an old customs ollicer desired him to 
have the news spread broadcast tiirough- 
out the American cities that Victoria is 
the place in which to outfit. iNIany 
wrote letters to be mailed here, advising 
their friends of the mistake they hnd 
made in buying supplies on the Ameri- 
can side at the same price almost as pre- 
vails here, and of (iourse they had to pay 
duties in adilition. 

For handling a lartre crowd such as 
she carried there could be no better ship 
than the big steam collier Briatol. Iler 
hatches will always be open, for in seas 
which would bother the average North 
bound steamer the Briatol will ride witli 
almost an even deck. Even in her most 
crowded (juartera tliere are what might 
bo called promenades thia breathing 
room having been carefully arranged for 
by the auents. In order that passengers 
nifty suH'er no inconvenience at the end 
of the trip two scows have been pro- 
vided for uses in unloading at Skagway 
bav. 



DROWNED IN THE SKAGWAY. 

Two of the Gold Hunters Meet With Dis 
aster— One of Ttaem From 
Nanalmo. 



AsTouiA, Ore., Aug. 12. — The Oregon 
Railway Navigation Company's steam- 
er George W. Elder, which arrived here 
at G o'clock this evening direct from 
Dyea, brings news of two drownings, one 
of the victims being from Seattle and 
the other from Xanaimo, I^.O. Dwight 
I'owler, of h^eattle, lost his life on Aug. 
8th, while attempting to ford the Skag- 
way river, lie carried seventy-live 
pounds on his back and a parcel in each 
liand. The log on which ho was walk- 
ing was partially submerged, and he lost 
hia balance. Encumbered by the heavy 
load, he soon sank and was drowned. 
His identity was learned at Dyea, 
where hia body was taken. The 
other fatality occurred on Aiiguat 
lith, The unfortunate in this instance 
was Thomas Wall, a resident of Nanai- 
mo, B.C. While croasing Dyea river 
with a pack horse, the animal and rider 
were swept away by the current and 
lost. Wall was heavily laden with lug- 
gai!;e, and was helpless in the raging 
stream. 

Incident to the drowning accidents 
was a dispensation of minium camp jus- 
tice. Two men, named Young ami 
Cleveland, who were operating pack 
trains near the scene of the accidents, re- 
covered the bodies and took them to 
Dyea. Arriving at the town they de- 
manded $10 for their services. The citi- 
zens were very indignant and called a 
mass meeting. One of the men was 
given twenty-four hours to leave town. lie 
applied for passage on the Elder, but, as 
he wished to go north to Juneau, he was 
forced to take to the woods until he can 
secure the desired passage. As the El- 
der left the citizens were about to meet 
to consider the case of his partner. 

Si:atti,k, .A.ug. 13.— Dwight Fowler 
was one of the party headed by J. Wes- 
ley Young, who left Seattle July 28th, 
taking the steamer Islander from Vic- 
toria. The other mem bors of the party 
were C. N. Richards and Robt. Keillield. 
Fowler was the eldest son of Edward 
B. Fowler, who does a mortgage and 
loan business in thia city. He was 24 
years of ace, and resided with his par- 
ents at 518 Boylston avenue. lie was a 
atenOKrapher, and for the past year haa 
been with one of the mining companiea 
in Cariboo. He leaves a father, mother, 
two sisters and a brother. He was a 
native of Kansas, but made Seattle hia 
home for the last seven years. 

Nanai.mo, Aug. 14. — The late Thomas 
Wall was one of Nanaimo'a best known 
citizens, having been at one time propri- 
etor oi the Balmoral hotel in tliat city, 
and more recently working as a carpen- 
ter at the Protection Island shaft. He 
was a man of powerful physi(iue, and 
just in the prime of life, being about -18 
years of age. Deceased leaves a wife and 
family to mourn his untimely end. Nat- 
urally the news of tlie drowning haa 
caused profound Borrow in the Coal City 
where deceased was widely kn(jwn and 
held in high esteem. As stated in the 
foregoing dispatch, Thomas Wall was a 
passenger on the Islander on her last 
trip to Dyea, and there are many who 
remember him aa a prominent figure 
among the cheering crowd of jubilant 
irold-aeekers which thronged the deck of 
the steamer as she left her dock in this 
city. 

A lONEa'S^RIEVANCE.

dislant from where I aiitici|iaU) work- 
ing. Commissioner Gore informs ine 
hi! has been applied to by iniuiy miners 
who .ire similarly aituated to myaelf, and 
is at present unable to crant a license 
through the NortliweatTerritory. Surely 
this ia a very serious oversight.

An enthusiastic meeting of the recent- 
ly organized Ama.eur Orchestral So- 
ciety took place a few daye ago in Waitt's 
hall, when, iu addition to the regular 
practice, officers for the ensuing year 
were elected and committees appointed, 
the following gentlemen being chosen: 
Fresident, Mr. T. K. Smith ; vice-presi- 
dent, Dr. R. Nash; librarian, Sir. W. 
Bevridge; and secretary- treasurer, Mr. 
E. A. Powell. It was also decided that 
the regular practices be postponed till 
September 1(3, by which time the necea- 
sary music will have arrived. Tho society 
has been fortunate in securing the serv- 
ices of Mr. F. Victor Austin aa conductor. 

The advent of this organization ia to 
be heartily welcomed, it being eome 
years aince Vietoria has poBseased an 
amateur orchestra. Most oitizena will 
remember the old Orchestral Societjr, 
which pursued a career of recreative 
harmony for eome time after its incep- 
tion in 1874. Judging by the member- 
ship roll and the prot^ramniea of their 
delightful concerts, Victoria must liave 
been well oil' for talent in those daye. 
The late Cooto Chambers swayed the 
conductor's baton, and Bishop Cridge, 
Mr. B. W. Pease, Dr. Davie, <9eorge Jay, 
etc., were among its most «nthnBiaatie 
members. 

Coming at a time when instrumental 
music iu this city has jnst received a 
fresh impetus with tbe production of 
Farmer's Maes, the succeBBof which was 
due in a great meaBure to tbe excellent 
work of the orcbeetra compoaed largely 
of amateurs, it abould receive that en- 
couragement from mueicians in genend 
as will ensure its permanency and ex- 
cellence in the luture. The performsnoo 
in ciuestion showed not only that there 
was good material in Victoria for this 
purpose, but opeued up poBsibilities 
which could not exist without an orcbes- 
tra, for example, the production of aa 
oratorio and marked a new era in the 
development of music in Victoria. - 

Besides the existence of such an organi- 
zation will act as a great stimulus to 
young players to take up instrumenta 
that would otherwise be ignored. Judg- 
ing by the number of piano forte recitals 
that are given in Victoria from time to 
time the rising generation seem to con- 
fine Ihemeelvea to one particular instru- 
ment. Parents do not seem to rcalice 
the wider field open to them and aro 
apparently Batiafled if their children 
have after eome years study attained 
only a very ordinary degree of proficiency 
in piano forte playing. If some of tbeee 
aspirants would only spend as much 
time in the study of the violin, the 
violincello or the clarionet aa they waste 
over the piano, though tliey would not 
all turn out to virtuosi, they would at 
least afford more jileaeure to themselvea 
and their friends in iiuartct and orches- 
tral playing.

lowing by Tuesday's train, all taking the 
hike route from I'ort William and arriv- 
ing at Toronto in time for the Ontario 
matches there, opening on the 24th. Ttie 
Ottawa competition commences on tho 
30th, and lasts five days. 

LACROSSE. 

TIIK VOL'NC; HLOOl) TKI.LS. 

There wo.a a small but intensely inter- 
ested audience at the Caledonia park 
yesterday, when the youth and age of 
the local lacrosse world croaeed sticks for 
the benefit of the Protestant Orplinnage. 
The victory rested with the younger 
blood— or younger bloods- hut before 
the field was won the pioneers bad given 
a decidedly good account of themselves. 
In addition, the band of the regiment 
presented an excellent musical pro- 
gramme, BO that every taste was grati- 
fied. 



The C.P.N, steamer Tees, which ac- 
companied the Islander North on that 
vesBel'a first trip to Skagway bay, re- 
turned to port at 11 o'clock yesterday 
morning, having made a somewhat cir- 
cuitous voyage on the way down. Calls 
were made on the Skeena and at Rivers 
Inlet and 180,000 oases of empty tins, 
which canners on the former river could 
find no use for owing to the smallness of 
the pack, were loaded and brought down 
to the Fraser to be there utilized by tho 
Gulf of Georgia, Delta, Wellington and 
Harlock canneries. Ten whites and 80 
Chinese, who were employed about the 
Northern canneries, also came down on 
the Tees to work on the Fraser. Tho 
different packs put up on the Skeena 
this season have been reported on 
several occasions, but only ap- 
proximated by steamboat captains, 
whereas the following table 
has been authoritatively prepared for 
the Colonist: B. A. P. Co., 8,100; S.K. 
P. Co., 7,640j W. Canning Co., 7,800 
Balmoral 0. Co., 7,000; Inverneea C. 
Co., 7,700; N. P. P. Co., 8,000; Carlisle 
C. Co., 5,500; Olaxton C. Co., 5.400; 
Standard C. Co., 5,700. Capt. Goss re 
ports that all the Northern canneries are 
now closed down except Spencer's, at 
Alert Bay, which is putting up 9,000 
cases of humpbacks. The sale for this 
fish has already been found or else it is 
doubtful if they would bo packed. This 
fish ia preferred by Indians and some 
others, tut it turns white in being cook- 
ed, and for this reason it is not in gen- 
eral demand, and conseouentlv canners 
seldom handle it. 

Having left Skagway the day after 
the Islander's departure the Tees 
brings no later news from those 
going into the Yukon. While at Dyea 
she lost two of her crew— a fireman and 
a deck hand — who had contracted 
" Klondicitis,"- Before disembarking, 
•her passengers presented Captain Goss 
with an address as. follows: "We the 
undersigned passengers from Victoria 
and Nanaimo on board the stearaahii) 
Tees desire to express our hearty thanks 
to Capt. J. Goss and all his officers and 
crew for the untiring attention^ dis- 
played towards us while on the trip to 
Dyea en route to tho Yukon gold fields 
Their kindness will ever be a pleasant 
recollection when wo are facing the dif 
ficulties which can be expected to bo 
met with while in the land of the Mid- 
night Sun." As freight for Victoria the 
Tees brought 400 cases of Skeena river 
salmon for the outer wharf. She will 
leave for Skidegate and way ports to- 
morrow evening. 

.N0RT1!i:K.S- l-ACIFIC LINKltS. 

At the outer wharf yesterday afternoon 
the big Northern Pacific steamship 
Olympia lay for several hours. The ship 
is on her way to the Orient with as 
much cargo as her immense freight 
wells are capable of holding. It consists 
of flour, iron, wire and general supplies, 
and if she had room she could have had 
a large consignment of lamber. Her 
passengers we'e not numerous, a party 
of missionaries returning to Japan occu- 
pying almost the entire cabin accommo- 
dation. The Olympia will be followed 
in port by tho Columbia, which lias 
sailed from Yokohama with 150 iMisaen- 
gers and a full cargo. According to the 
Tacoma Ledger tho freight consists prin- 
cipally of tea, raw silk, curios and 
general Eastern merchandise. The silk 
on the Columbia amounts to 1,725 bales, 
worth about .$400,000. It ia the first con- 
siderable consigninoiit of that article to 
leave the (Jrient for this port for several 
months, One hundred and forty of tho 
Columbia's paeseiigers are Asiatics 
This is the maiden voyage of the Co' 
lumbia as a Northern Pacific liner. She 
was formerly of the Castle line of steam- 
ers, that ran to Capetown, and was 
known as the Metbvane Castle. The 
Northern Pacific liner Olympia, now in 
port, is a sister ship to the Gulumbiu, 
and was once a Castle liner. She was 
then called the Dunbar Castle.
